REPORTER AND REPROBATE 


“INTERVIEWING OWEN BRUEN, THE 
: WHYO LEADER.

| Brom an Evening Party to a New York 


Slum ~—-A Newspaper Man Makes 
Bruen Talk—The Bully’s Threatening 
Pistol—But the Scribbler Is Armgd 


with Courage and a Revolver. 
( Copyright 1888.) 

Now that Owen Bruen, the notorious 
| leader of the Whyo gang, has gone the 
way of his predecessors, and is cursing 
and raving in his stone cell in Sing Sing, 
it will be interesting to recall the experi- 
ence of a New York reporter with this 
desperado and chief of toughs. It was an 
experience both interesting and exciting 
and not unlike the thrilling occurrences 
in the dives of Paris, familiar to all the 
readersof the ‘“‘Mysteriesof Paris.”’ In 
fact, as the reporter told me the story the 
other day, it presen to my mind a 
vivid picture c osely fesembling Sue’s 
representative af d’s encounter 
with the fiendish murderer in the iill- 
smelling gin mill in the Parisian 
slums. 

The reporter is recognized as one of the 
ablest newspaper men in New York and 
also.as a versatile correspondent, and it 
was in large part due to his reputation 
for pluck and to his skillin adapting 
himself to any situation, that he was se- 
lected for the ticklish and dangerous 
work of interviewing the worst desperado 
in New York city. 

It was dusk on a stormy April day 
when the managing editor of the Sun 
came to the reporter and informed him of 
his desire to publish an account of Bru- 
en’s views on any and all questions. 

‘‘Ask him anything,’’ he said, ‘‘and we 
will publish his answers. Only make 
him talk.’’ 

The reporter was Prepared to attend a 
dinner party 4t the time and was in even- 
ing dress. Hesought ont Police Captain 
McCullagh and learned from him where 
Bruen was to be found. It was midnight 
when, having torn himself away from the 
social pleasantness.in which he had par- 
ticipated, he entered the low dive in Pell 
street which Bruen made his headquar- 
ters. Hisovercoat was buttoned tightly 
around his neck, concealing the full dress 
suit and the pistol which bulged his hip 
pocket. He had come prepared for emer- 
gencies., 

Bruen was standing at the bar drinking 
when the reporter entered. The latter 
approached him and touched him on the 
shoulder, 

‘“‘Bruen,’”’ he said, ‘“‘I want to talk to 
you for a minute where we won’t be over- 
heard.”’ 

Bruen looked at him in dotbt but 
finally followed him to a greasy table at 
which they sat down... The saloon was a 
vile den, barely fifteen feet. square, and 
dimly lit.by gas which flickered from the 
broken burners, The bar was a dilap- 
idated, broken-down affair, the wreck of 
dozens of murderous fights. The bar 
, tender was-a desperate loo wretch, 
whose mouth was besmeared with tobacco 
juice. There were several loungersin the 
place who eyed theintruder with curious 
and unfriendly glances. 

Bruen’s personal appearance surprised 
the reporter. He-.wore clean and well- 
fitting clothes, a neat black Derby, and 
white linen. There was no mistaking the 
tough, however. Not over five feet, four 
inches in height. he still shgwed evidence 
of great strength. Enormous hands, mas- 
sive shoulders and a bull neck were dis- 
tinguishing features. The most prom- 
inent of his physical characteristics, how- 
ever, was a deep scar in his chin, the relic 
of a‘bloody fight. 

It did not take the reporter long to dis- 
cover that Bruen did not want to talk, 
but he was there to havean interview and 
he was bound to get it. Heat once as- 
sumed the offensive. 

“T don know what der Sun is wantin’ 
ter bother me for,” said Bruen in surly 
response te the first question. 

*“‘Now.don’t you be a-——fool,’”’ said the 
reporter, “‘you want to get it through 
your thick skull that the Sun isdoing you 
a great honor in taking any notice of you 
at all. 
play but you don’t want to act like a 
jackass; understand ?”’ 

Bruen winced and his hand traveled 
around tohis pistol, the butt cf which 
was plainly discernible. The reporter 
pretended not to notice his action but 
continued to ply Bruen with questions. 
The big hand was almost on the pistol 
when the reporter brought his own fist 
down on the table with a bang. 

“You lay your pistol on the table, Bru- 
en,and I'll break you in two,’ he said 
impressively. “‘I can do it;don’t you know 
I can?” 

Bruen’s face paled, his eyes rolled rap- 
idly and the scar in his chin, the physical 
barometer of his emotions, trembled no- 
ticeably. At the same time his hand 
came back in front again and the pistol 
remained undisturbed. He was thor- 
oughly cowed although more than a 
match, physically, for the reporter. After 
that he answered all questions butina 
guarded way, Several times. he relapsed 
intosavagery, but a quick, boid—‘‘You, 
don’t be a fool,’”’ from his interlocutor 
brought him back into submission. 

“You are too low for me to argue with,” 
the reporter said once, “you would only 
fight with a crowd at your back.” 

When tlhe reporter left it was 1a. m. 
He had. secured a column and a half 
about Bruen’s daily life, his opinions of 
the great men of the world, his ideas of 
morality and the studies and pursuits he

Her cries alarmed the man and he 
fled without attempting further 
violence. Some of the neighbors 
who heard the woman’s screams 
followed the murderer about three 
hundred yards, when he disap- 
peared. The woman says she is 
fally able to recognize the man, 
and Zave a description of him to 
the police. 

After investigation, the police 
are of the opinion that the at- 
tempted murder in Whitechapel 
this morning was not the work of 
the man who committed the atro- 
cious murders in that vicinity re- 
cently. No arrests have be made, 
and the excitement among the 
people continues. 

A farther investigation by the 
police shows that the Whitechapel 
woman whoreported this morning 
that she had been attacked bya 
man, is a prostitute of the lowest 
order. She suffered only a slight 
abrasion of the skin on the throat. 
The police place no credit in her 
story of the attack. They believe 
she inflicted the injury herself 
while drunk.

Sugar Production in France. 
The official report as to the produc- 
tion of sugar in France during the last 
three years, since the new legislation 
relating to refineries came into opera- 
tion, shows that-the first. effect. of this j 
legislation was to reduce the number 
of refineries, which fell from 483 in 
1884 to 449 in 1885, to 413 in 1886, and 
to 391 last year, while the quantity of 
sugar refined was 272,962 tons in 1885, 
265,571 tons in 1886, and 454,000 tons 
last year. Under the former method 
of refining, the beet-root did not yield 
more than 5'¢ per cent. of sugar, but 
this proportion has now been increased 
to nearly 9 per cent.

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fapphire Hunting in Siam. 


Fome time ago a native bunter in Siam 
founda sapphires in aremote and seclu !ed 
district. Sowe meu who were ict into 
the s cret followed.him into the mine 
an | brought back to Rungoon and Cal- 
cutta a number of very valuable stones. 
A rush ensu°d for British Burmah, thou- 
sands oi adventurers’ flocking to the 
mines, some to find sudden fortune, but 
more to lose their lives from privation 
and jungle fever. The mines are located 
in the provinces of Battambong ani 
Ghautaboon, In his commercial report 
the British consul at Bankok says. that 
the muners are very careful to conceal 
the'r gems while in Siam, Being anxious; 
to show some of the gems to the English 
admiral, the consul called for speci:nens 
from some miners who had just returned 
fifo u'the digzings. “One miner, a poorly 
clad and miserable looking fellow, pro- 
duged a few small stones, and after a 
great dal of coaxing was induced, with 
many precautions, to give a private view 
of his great prize, which was a larze eap- 
phire in the rough, valued at +10,000. 
He would probably not hav. shown the 
stone ut all had he not been on the point 
of leaving in a steamer. Owing to the 
seeresy thus observed by the poss*s‘ors 
of valaable gems, it 1s impossible to give 
any estimate of the total value of the 
stones found, bat that individuals have 
made larga profits is ceitain, One man 
dug out astone which he oere*+ for cale 
at Chautaboon for $3500, but did not find 
ua purchaser. He went wi'h itto Rangoon, 
where he was offered $1500, but having 
awakened to the value of the ston’, he 
de limed to sell, and took it. to Calcutta, 
where he eventually obtained $15,0v0 for 
it. Now, however, there are mary_ex- 
pericnced gem merchants estabii-hed in 
the meighvorhood of the -minces, and 
something like the real value of the 
ttone can be obtained by the miners on 
the spot. The largest sapphire hitherto 
found, so far as the con.ul knows, 
weighed 370 carats in the, rough, and 
when cut turned out 111 carats of the 
fine-t water—the ruby, onyx and jade 
are found in the district, but the. quality 
of none of them is such as‘to miake them 
very valuable.
